New York, Nov. 20.— Twcntv-flvo 
persons are believed 1:0 have lost their 
lives in an explosion of gas which tore 
up a greav socHbn of Gold street, 
Brooklyn, today. It is definitely known 
that fifteen i)ersona were buried un- 
der the debris, and ■several more are 
reported to be missing. The exact 
number of dead cannot be deterinlni'd 
until tomorrow, v.-hen those working 
10 recover the entombed bodle.") mimt 
dig: through flft.v feet of dirt, rock, 
and a taugio of pii)i.:s and thnber.s. 

The explosion occurred in a 50-1'oot 
deep excavation that had been made 
in Gold street, between York and 
Front streets, where a water niaii; wa.s 
being- laid. The {jas main recently 
sprung aleak, and in a manner un- 
known a .■ipark came In contact with 
escaping gas. There was a terrific 
explosion that lifted the surface of 
the street for hall a bioclc In both di- 
rections, and hurled dirt and paving 
stones and debris Into the air. When 
the smoke and dirt had been clearcii 
away it was seen that the street had 
been opened from doorstep to doorstep 
over an area of nearly a block. Tho 
loosened earth and debris had fallen 
Into the excavation, burying the score 
of laborers who were at work when 
the accident happened. 

Great tongues of flame shot out of 
the crevices in the strec:t, and beside 
them geysers of water leaped Into the 
air from a water main that bad been 
Hhatter(;d by the explosion. Two bod- 
ies were sticking out of tho wreckage. 

G-old street was crowded with school 
children when the explosion occurred, 
and that scores of children were not 
killed or injured was remarkable. A 
woman and three children were almost 
opposite the oxcavation- when the earth 
crumbled -under ihelr feet, and they 
were swept down Into the hole under 
tons of^ wreckage. Two other children 
were on the opposite sldo of the street I 
when the sidewalk caved in and tlicyl 
lost their lives. 

Samuel Trout, foreman of the gangj 
of lab{)rers who wore laying tho w.at- j 
er main, was lu.'ar the women and 
children who lost tlielr lives. IIe| 
rushed forward as he felt the stroek : 
tremble from the explosion, in an en- 1 
deavor to save them, but he was dra.g- | 
ged Into tho death hole. . Ills body | 
was tile first to be recovered. Trout j 
had bi-en roasted to a cinder. 

Only four of the men working In 
the excav.atlon escaped. They were] 
Strand, Frank Sohonwood, John Grain ■ 
and an Italian laborer known aa John., 
These men wore digging near Vlie ; 
opening of a four-foot sewer, and the ' 
force of the explosion blew them to tho 
entrance of it. Strand was hurled far- | 
ther down, and he pulled the other 1 
three men after him. Water from iho j 
broken main began to pour into the} 
sewer, and the four men were in dan- j 
ger of bcinir drowned. They tiegnn to | 
run towards the river, v.'here there was ■ 
an outlet. 

.Strand (I'-scribed their c.xiierience ;is ! 
follows; "Uur only chance was in 1 
re.-ichlng tho outlet to the sev.'or, ami j 
we r:in down toward.>3 tho river. It 1 
was all dark, and we stumbled ;ind fidl I 
ovi-i- the thing's that had been left he- ! 
hind by the workmen. The river was I 
threi; blocks away. By the time wo i 
re.-iched the river the water was up to 
nur waists. We found a bulwark thorn 
that had been built to keep tho Traterj 



from coming ,ln while the sower was 
built. We climbed to tho top of this, 
and from the top reached' the 'pior. The 
water was up to vour chins before we 
got out. Another uiinutd"a;rid we would 
lucvo been drowned," 

The explosion shook houses for 
blocks around. Thousand'.* of ijeraon-j 
were attracted to tho .i;,ene, and the 
police had difficulty In keeping them 
from ero\vdlng too close to the smok- 
In.g pit of wreckage. Police Hues wore 
formed and the work of recovering 
was begun within half an hour of tho 
accident. Women living in the neigh- 
borhood wlioso children bad been on 
the street when the gas main blew up | 
rushed to the place and ra/i about tho 1 
excavation wringing their hands and 
calling for their little ones. In many| 
instances i:liey found their children j 
after a brief search, but a number of 
boys and girls hiid been taken Into a 
school near by, and their parents were 
Iranctic by tlie time they were found. I 

The gas .and water supply was 
turned off shortly after the explosion. 
A force of a huiulr(Hl firemen were put 
to work dls'glng for bodies, but tho 
task was necessarily slow, bec.'iuse of 
the wreckage which had to be re- 
moved. wiuMi darlcness fell tonight 
half a dozen searchlights wore brought 
Into use. Two largo auction pumps 
were used to remove the water-soaked 
dirt, and a derrick was brought up to 
haul out timber and machinery. 

The icnown dead are: Samuel Trout, 
foreman; Fred Scheffmeyer, Inspector 
of sewers; Clias. Farr, foreman of con- 
crete workers. 

The police arrested seven men who 
were attached to tho city departments 
in charge or tho work being dono. 

Miners Return to Worl<. 
Elmira, N.Y., Nov. 20.— A special to 
the Star-Gaaette from Morris Kun, 
Pa., says, that the eight hundred coal 
miners who have been on strike there 
in that district for many months, will 
return to work on •Monday, a settlement 
of the. differences having been reached 
at a conference held yesterday. Tho 
details of this affair will not be gvlen 
out.

— For over five 
hours today John D. Rockefeller, wit- 
ness fop'tho aefeh'^a,^-,tlje''government 
suit' to' dls^lve. tho'«in«dard-Oil Co., 
faced an unceasl^is fiVe of questions 
from the fedetal ooUnselA Frank B. Kel- 
logg, and when adjournthont was tak- 
en until Monday the head of the oil 
combini! was still being cross-examin- 
ed on the charges that the company 
in its e.arly days accepted rebates, to 
the disadvantage of Its rivals. 

Mr. HoclcefelliTs cross-exaniination 
will probably niit be concluded until 
late Tuesilay, as Jlr. ICellogg made it 
known that he would iminlre into ev- 
I'rv (lotail of the comp;iny's business 
from .Mr. Poekefidlor. 

Tlio enormous earning jiower of the 
oil eombiuathin was sharply brought 
out in toilays hearing when Mr. 
Rock. 'tidier, after stating that the 
Standard li.ad jiaid dh-idonds .-inionnt- 
ing to $10,000,000 in 1007, said it liad 
oarned as much morr, and that this i 
was adiloil to tho company's surplus, j 
which v,-;is statnl by the governments 1 
rour-.s.d to $;;no, 000. 0011. it was fur- I 
ther stated by .Mr. K'ellog.:,' that tin; | 
company within the last idglit years 
had earned nearly half .i billion dollars. 

The course of .Mr. Koekef oiler's 
testimony at tho hands of the govern- 
ment's counsel ran not so smoothly as 
yesterday, when be told his story un-

Secretary Straus Devises Scheme For 
Solution of Problem As it Affects ■■ 
the United States 



Washington, Nov. 20. — All of the 
members of the cabinet' attended the 

regular meeting today except Post- 
master General Meyer, Secretary of 
the interior Garfield and Secretary of 
Agrieulttire Wilson. 

Secretary Straus, of the department' 
of eoiiiiiierce and labor, hiis developed 
,■1 eoiiiprel'enslve i)lan for aiding tho 
uneiuployeil of the country. 'I'lils plan 
he will announce and cxpl.aiu In his 
ivnnual report, to be made public in a 
few days. It partal:es of the priucl- 
iiuderl\iim' the cirj;aiiizatl..n of ■,!'.■ 
bureau o; iiiform.alion In thi' iintnlgr.a- 
tie,r. rervice. Tbi." bin-eau gathei-s In- 
formation from those who see'k to en- 
g.a.ge labor, and furnishes that Infor- 
mation to immigrants coining to this 
country to seek work. 

The scope of the bureau Is limited 
to Immlgnints only, while tho plan 
Secretary Strats has just evolved will 
be applicable to All sefdting employ- 
ment. Whether President Roosevelt 
will give his apiiroyal to the Idea In 
his .annual mos.-aei i-,- < not lu eii .leter- 
mlned, hut Secret;ir.\- St ran;) Is confi- 
dent of the success oC tlie plan In any 
event. 



Denver, Golo., Nov. 20. — Before the 
president's report was taken up today 
at tho convention of the American 
Federation of Lavor, Mrs, Harriet G 
R. Wright, president of tho Colorado 
Bqual Suffrage Association, was elect- 
ed delegate to represent the National 
American Woman's Equal Suffrage As- 
sociation. 

Consideration of the committee's re- 
port on the i>residont'8 report was then 
resumed. The recommendation on the 
subject of "Legislation and Political 
Action," which caused a long debate 
yesterday, carrying, with It the recom- 
mendation that any member of the ex- 
ecutive council who does not agree 
with any action of tho executive coun- 
cil should resign, was adopted without 
debate. The only remarks made, were 
by Delegate John Mitchell, of the Mine 
Workers, who wtinted it understood 
that the recommendation 'of tho com- 
mittee did nofrefer to religious opin- 
ions. 

When the point in the committee's 
report endorsing the Aiherlcaa Federa- 
tlonist, the dSlclat organ, was' reached, 
delegate J. M. Barnes, of the olgarmak- 
ers, protested against an editorial 
which had appeared during the politi- 
cal campaign, asking: "Who Is financ- 
ing the Red Special, with which presi- 
dential candidate Dobs made his cam- 
paign?" Tho editorial also charged 
that forces opposed to labor were lln- 
anclng tho "red special." Jlr. Barnes 
offered a resolution calling upon tho 
convention to appoint a committee to 
go over the books of the Socialist party 
and ascertain where the funds were ob- 
tained. The resolution was signed by 
all the Socialist membeis who are dele- 
gates, and they spoke In Its favor. 

A motion by T. K. Duffey, of the 
pottery workers, that before tiie 
amendment to the report be couBldered 
the Socialists present be asked if they 
endorsed editorials appearing In So- 
cialist organs attacking the Federation 
and its ollicers, was carried. 

President Gompers defended tho 
editorial. Me asked why the only 
editorial in which he had expressed 
an oiiinion was taken up, and every 
charge in tlio editorial was ignored — ■ 
for lie did make a n\unber of charges. 
Mr. Gompers charged that the Social- 
ists were trying to disrupt tlie trade 
union movement. He said tliat there 
never had appeared a more severe ar- 
raignment of the ofllcers of the Fed- 
eration in the hostile press than ap- 
peared In the Cleveland Citizen, edited 
by .Max H. Ayer. a representative of 
the T\pograpliical union in the con- 
vention. .Mr. Gompers stated that be 
had no ill-will against .any man per- 
sonally and that be fought princliially 
for trade union movement. lie had no 
ill-will towards even Debs, or Daniel 
De Leon, although both were trying; 
to destroy the trade union movement, 
he said they must be true or the 
Socialist delegates would have repudi- 
ated th'om. These charges dealt with 
the political history of Mr. Debs. 

A. B. Grant, of the metal polishers 
was called upon, as one of the fifteen 
Socialists In the convention, to speak 
on the subject. He said h-c was not 
responsible for tho editorials, but that 
he believed tliat there bad been cases 
wdiere labor leaders had sold out, al- 
though he made no charges against 
the Federation ollicers. At this point 
recess was taken.

'I'liree weeks 
ago they hud run altogether out of sup- 
plies and were living on wliat they 
could beg from white prospectors. Two 
men, who came through from the In- 
genlUa diggings brought the news from 
that place. I'hey say that the Indians 
In the late fall hung in numbers around 
the camp be.eKlni; for food or ""or work. 

Tho overrunning of the country liy 
packs of wolves is primarily responsi- 
ble for the eoniiltliMi of the nati\'es. 
As many as fort.v anlmai.i in a pack 
have been .-aen by uhltn priLspecterx. 
The wolves have killed off the game, 
so tliat there is literally not a skin In 
the district to be t.iken. When the first 
snows c.ame tliree weeks ago they were 
without lUi.v kind of food and the out- 
look was bad. It is lielleved that the 
Dominion government will l)e called 
upon to .send provisions into the dis- 
trict or to have inircliases made from 
th > trading iiosts.

Ho is more easily tired now than be- 
fore his recent illnes.s, and is looking 
forward to the rest and pleasures of 
Ijrlvato life. 

Spenlving in the reichstag today, 
Herr Grier, .Socialist, endeavored to 
call attention to tho recent Interview 
between Chancellor Von Buelow and 
the I'hnperor, but he was prevented by 
Ihi: iiresldent. 

"The chancellor desires the stability 
of the Imperial finances," said Herr 
Crier, "but be ought first to tell us 
what were the results of his Interview 
with the Emperor and what guarantees 
he sought and obtained. Our world 
policy has driven us to our present 
finanirlal misery because of our sense- 
less bvi.dens for the army and the navy 
and the colonies.

Tho 
ofllclals say the siiread of tho contagion 
was checked, although admitting that 
the situation Is grave, and that it will 
retpilre energetic and concerted action 
by the state and federal authorities. • 
Hits Export Trade 

Shipments of cattle to foreign ports 
from New York and Philadelphia W9re 
brought to ah abrupt close by a Hmvr 
anttne on cattle' established in this 
state and Pennsylvania. "T$e quarafar- 
tino does not affect ports outside of 
New York and Philadelphia, exccpt-aa 
to cattle from the two states affected 
by the ruling. Cattle, may stilKbe shlpi- 
ped from either Boston or Baltimore. 
While there is not likely to be any- 
local scarcity of beef or rise in prices 
as the result of the cattle quarantine, 
the foreign trade will undoubtedly be 
seriously liamperod for u time. Then 
Canadian cattle received at these ports 
in bond cannot be reshlpped to Eng- 
land, and dealers with such consign- 
ments on hand will be forced to send 
them back, because the duty on Cana- 
dian cattle makes their local use pro^ 
hlbitive. 

Action at Ottawa 
Ottawa, Nov. 20. — Prompt action was 
taken by tho Canadian authorities to- 
day to deal with the situation arising 
out of the outbreak of foot and mouth 
disease In New York state. Quaran- 
tine regulations ngalnst Pennsylvania, 
^vhlch were put into- .bpieration.,.some 
time ago, have been extendiSd to thja 
state of New York. ■ » ■ " ;,£ 

British Preeautlaria ij^ 

London, Nov. 20. — ^Tho Board of Ag- 
riculture at a late hour this afternoon 
was informed offtclally of the extension 
of the foot and mouth disease among 
cattle in tho. state of New York, and 
this evening issued an order prohibiting 
the importation of cattle, hay or straw 
from either New York or New Jersey. 
Prohibition of the Importation of these 
products from Pennsylvania was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Tho announcement of the outbreak 
in New York state as well as in Penn- 
sylvania of tho foot and mouth dis- 
ease among cattle hiis caused consider- 
able perturbation liere, as the prolilbi- 
lioii of the importtition of cattle from 
the 'port of Netw York opens u]> tho 
I)roK])ect of a serious shortage in tho 
meat supplj' of Great Britain and a, 
consequent rise in the prices. As soon 
as the llr.st information of tho out- 
break of the disease reached the Bri- 
tish board of agriculture two days ago, 
the entire statf of Inspectors was at 
once moiilli/.ed to meet all incoming 
shlps^to prevent tho Introduction of tho 
disease Into this country. 

From Western Cattle 

Buffalo, Nov. 20. — Buffalo commission 
men say tliat the infected cattle camo 
through Canada from the West, and 
that no ei)idemic ever started In tho 
Buffalo yards. 

Commissioner R. A. Pearson in .1 
further statement relative to the quar- 
antine of the East Ihiffalo stockyards, 
stiys: "The iiractlcal effect of tlii'se 
quarantine orders upon the great pack- 
ing Interests centred tit Buff;ilo Is a 
relatlvid>- unimportant matter. The 
disi-'.ase has not been found liiire. 
.Shuiglit(>riiig and packing e.-.iii go on. 
Thanks to the prompt and energetic 
action of Vice-President Lincoln, of 
the Livestock Association, and his as- 
sociates, tlirough precautionary disin- 
fection incisures have been in force at 
the stockyards now for several days, 
and It is expected that through ship- 
ments of cattle from unsuspected 
sources may continue as .heretofore. 
Temporarily, during tho pe'rlod of the 
(luarantlne, the sale of milch cowa and 
stockers will be suspended.

puhlic. Xaturally tile former desires 
to Iceep expenses down, and equally na- 
turally tile latter wants to got its mall 
"Itli 111" least pnssihie delay. Wtt 
lui\c fie(|U,iii C'luplaints of wllill 
people think are del,i.\s whicli could he 
avoided, if a larger staff wi re employ- 
ed. Of coiirse not being faniiiiar with 
ilie manner In which mall matter is 
h.uiilled In the Post Oflice. we are un- 
able to sa\- wliether more clerks could 
not be emploj-ed, wltli advantage to tile 
public. We can only pri^sent the pub- 
lic view of the case as It Is bi^ought to 
our notice, and there Is a very strong 
opinion current in tlie community that 
lliere are delays in the distribution of 
the mail wliicli could be avoided if tlio 
force at the disposal of the Postmaster 
were Increased. This is a matter in 
which effect ought lo he given to pub- 
lic opinion, if it is ii n uiin asonable, 
and if it is ijossible to do so in tlie 
space available. 

In regard to the other matters nien- 
tioned, namely delays at Vancouver 
and the necessity of sending Australian 
mall via Vancouver, we are sure that 
no good reason can be assigned wliy 
tliese things should be. Victoria ought 
to have the full advantage from her I 
position as the flrst and last port of | 
call for trans-Pacific steamships, Tiiis | 
is so ver,v reasonabl 
we are surprised at the delay in ac 
cording to It. . Nearly a year, ago the 
Colonist urged this particular subject 
upon the attention of llie postal au- 
thorities and the gentleman who repre-

TO LAW FOR REDRESS 



Proprietors of South Saanich 
' Piggeries Are Hauled Into 
Court 



After a vigorous effort to suppress 

piggeries within the limits of tho 
nuinlclpalily of South Saanich without 
roconrsp to law, the niuniclpa! council 
has at last haled the allcgotJ offender.s 
into court ana now tho question of tho 
right of residents in that municipality 
to maintain piggeries or .to slauglitor 
hogs will bo tested. 

i'osterday three residents of the 
municipality were summoned to appear 
before Reeve Quick, at the municipal 
hall, Glanford road. The parties 
charged are the Ting Chong Ling com- 
pany, tho Ching Lung company and 
W. H. Pennock. Tho Chinese concerns 
are charged with slaughtering hogs 
within tho limlt.s of tho municipality, 
while Mr. Pennock la chargnd with 
permitting a nuisance. All three case.'S 
were remanded until nvKt Thursda>-. 
Tho defendant.s have secured legal 
counsel, Jion. J,''. Peters acting for the 
Ylng Chong Ling coni|iany; -Mr. \\air 
for tlic Ching Ling eompan,\-, and 
George Morphy for ^V. II. Pennoclc. 

For the past year fre'rinenl com- 
plaints h.ave been made by reslilents in 
the nelgliliorliood of tlio jiiggeries 
iilong the Carey road cineernlng what 
they claimed was a nuLsance, the noise 
of the porkers and the stench arising 
from tlie piggeries being. It was as- 
serted, unbearable. The b\iaw of the 
munlcipalllN- besides |)roviding for th(! 
abatenu'nt of ntilsances pruliildliJ 
s-|.au,ghterlng of iinimtUs for market, l)Ut 
It Is alleged that the Chinosu proprie- 
tors of some of the piggeries Imvo 
been mailing a regular practice of 
slaughtering in spite of tho express 
provision of the bylaw prohibiting such 
practices. The municipal council has 
been endeavoring for some time to se- 
cure evidence of such slaughtering, 
and it Is stated, has • now secured 
enough to that end to warrant an ac- 
tion being brought against the of- 
fenders. .

Native Delegates Brir>g Back 
Unfavorable Report — Mass 
Meeting on Sunday 



From ridlable sources in Vancouver 
It Is learned that there aiJjiears to be 
every prospect that the suggested 
transference of a largo number of the 
!51kh population of tho province to 
British Honduras Is likely to conic to 
nought, a result , which appears to be 
largely the result of mismanagement 
and partly of the tinfavorablo' accounts 
of the country which tho ,Slkh emis- 
saries received from son^e' of their 
countrymen already domiciled in the 
central American colony. 

It will be remembered that Mr. 
Harkln wtis sent to Honduras .'it tho 
instance of tlie Dominion government 
to see whether the |)lan suggested liy 
Lonl Stratlicona of transferring the 
surplus Hindu population of British 
Columbia to that country was teasi- 
lile and he was accomi)anied by two 
Slklis, the ropresfntatlvcs of tho local 
colony. His mission has been heralded 
in the press as a complete success and 
it has been asserted that a largo 
contingent of the Sikhs were going to 
Honduras as soon as the necessary' 
arrangements were completed. 

Unfortunately It appears that the 
wish has been father to the thought. 
Tho Sikiis cannot tro com polled to go, 
and, acting on the iulvice of llielr 
leaders, they ba\-e decideil to remain 
where they are. The Sikii deh gales 
who went to Honduras arc> slate'il nn 
good authority to have given a very 
unfavorable report of the land to tlieir 
comi)utrlots. In the lirst pl.-iee tlie.\' 
sa^■ that tbe.v were treated with scant 
courtesy, and in fact iiractically ig- 
nored ill tho conferences with tho 
Honduran' otllcla4ji as to tho terms on 
which tho immigrants should come, 
and other matters of grave Importance 
to their countrymen. 

They say that at the conference In 
Honduras they wore aslted one or 
two iiiicstions as to what the Siklis 
ale. and Ihidr cost of living generally, 
and were tlu'n told to retire from tlie 
room, which tbi\v did with great in- 
dignation. Thi'.\- claim, howe^vi'r, to 
ha\o m(!t a numbei- ot .Sikhs who had 
sjiciit several year:i in tlii' country. 
'J'bese are said tii hav, given a nmst 
discouraging ai-euutit, and to h.ave lieg- 
ged for enougti money to gel out of tho 
I)lace, saying that they had never boon 
iilile to gut enough ahead, Thay al.so 
claimed that the climate was very 
deadly to natives of India on account 
of its malarial (luallties. 

As tbf upshot of all this the SIkli 
delegates came back to Vancouver 
determined. Ib.at, li tiiey cjuld prevent 
it, none of llicir counlryinen sliould 
go to Hondurtis, and since tlu-n vffurts 
have been made to notlly jill thtit they 
cannot bo compelled to go, and that If 
they nro wise they will refuse id 
1-eave. In order to clinch the m.itter, 
a mass meeting of Sikhs has been call- 
ed In Vancouver for Sunday next, 
when It Ik exiiected that at loast a 
thousand of the turbaned ones will be 
pn'sent. The delegates will glvo an 
ticcount of what they saw in Hon- 
duriis, and tbosi> who are in totich with 
the men have no hesitation in saslng 
that the ros\ilt will be th;U none of 
them will le;i\-e llrlllsb Cnhmdila. The 
meinljers of tho Victoria colony ai-e 
already on record as saying that they 
propose to stay where they are. 

Many of tho best wishers of the Sikh 
laborers In British Columbia had 
hoped thtit the Honduran •expurimeni 
liresented ft .solution of a grave dlfll* 
cully which would be of benefit to all 
concerned, and great regret Is oxpress- 
< (I that these hopes should seem to 
be doomed to disappointment. 



l'"or the puipose of arrtinging ;i 
series of dates for the annual exlilbi- 
ilons of the northwest during the fall 
season ot 1909, a meeting of tho sec- 
retaries of the various agricultural 
associations was lield a few days ago 
at Seattle. N'letoria was represented 
by J. 10. Smart. .No delegati- was In 
attendance to safeguard tlie interests 
of the New Westminster oi-g.-i n i/.atlon. 

It was exidained by ,Mr. Smart yes- 
terday that the object of the gatlier- 
Ing was to consider whether It would 
be advisable to alter any of the regu- 
lar dat«8 in order that no show would 
clash with tho fortnight during which 
pure bred stock will be exhibited in 
connection with tlie Alaska- Yukon- 
Paclflc Exposition. Such a move was 
deemed wise both from tho standpoint 
of the district as.soclatlons and that 
of tho management of thf big Setittle 
fair of next year. That the mtijorlty 
of the stoci; breeders would Wiuit to 
show in Seattle was acknowledged by 
those who attended from outside while 
the -Maska- Yukon-Paclllc Fxposltlon 
peojilo agreed thiit the holding of any 
fairs at outside points between Sep- 
tember 27th and October 11th, ^vhcn 
aristocratic cattle and equine will be 
on view there, would hurt them to an 
appreciable extent. On this account it 
was thought It would be proper to en- 
deavor to come to a generally amicable 
agreement. 

In so far as \'lctorin'K show is con- 
cerned the meeting iirovcd of no 
special importanei-, ?,!r. Smart was 
not called on to consider ;i. cliang(!

Bcilt one cup of double cream, half a 
teaisbbonful of Vanlla/and' throe .lablo-

all based upon a 1 borough perception 
of the .-r-imple fai.-t that tiioy are not 
we. .'mother rule for living happily 
with others is to avoid liavlng slock 
subjects of disputation. It mostly 
haiipens .when people live much to- 
gether that they come to have certain 
.set topics, around which, from fre- 
ciiiont dispute, there Is such a growth 
of angry words, mortified vanity, and 
the like, that the original subject ot 
difference becomes a standing sub- 
jeel for quarrel; .-tnd there is a,, ten- 
dency in till minor disputes to'' drift 
liowii to it. 

Again, if peoiile wish to live well to- 
i;etlier, the.v must not hold too much to 
logic and suppose that e\-crythlng is to 
be settled b.\- sullicient reason. Ur. 
.'Johnson saw this clearlj- with regard 
to married people, wiien lie said; 
'"Wretclied would be the pair above 
all names of wretchedness, who should 
be doomed to adjust by reason every 
mornirtg all the minute detail of a 
domestic day." But the application i 
should be much more general than he] 
rrinrle it. There Is no time for suclt 
rAisonings, and nothing th.at Is worth 
them. And when we recollect how two 
lawyers, or two politicians, can go on 
contending, and tliat tliere is no end of 
one-sided reasoning on any subject,' we 
sluill not he sure that such contention 
Is the best mode of arriving at truth. 
But certainly it Is not the way to ar- 
rive at good temper. 

If \'ou would be lo\-ed as a com- 
r^anion. avoid unnecessary criticism 
upon those with whom you live. The 
numbi-r of jieople who liave taken out 
judges' patents for tlieniselve.s is very 
large in any society. Now il would 
bo hard for a man to live wilh an- 
other who was always 'criticising his 
actlon.s, p\»en If It were kindly ,ind 
just criticism. It would be like living 
between tlie glasses of a microscope. 

.Another rule is, not to let familiarity 
swallow up all eourtesy. Many of us 
ha\-e a habit of saying to tliose witli 
whom we live such things as we say 
about strangers liehlnd their backs. 
There is no place, however, where 
real politeness is of more value than 
where we mostly think it would be 
superlluous. You may say more truth, 
or rather speak out more plainly, to 
your associates but not less courteous- 
ly than you do to strangers. Again, 
we must not expect more from the 
society of our friends and companions 
than It can give: and ospecially must 
not' expect contrary things.' It is 
somewhat arrogant to t,-ilk of travel- 
ing over other minds (mind being, for 
whal we k-now, iiillnite); init still we 
liecoine familiar with the upjier views, 
tastes ;ind tempers of our -issoclates. 
Ami it is hardly In man to estimate 
,iustl\- \vh;il is familiar to lilm. In 
tra\e)llng along at night, as nnzlilt 
sa.\s. we catch a glimpse into clieerful 
looking rooms with light blazing in 
them, and we conclude. Involuntarily, 
liow happy the Inmates must be. 'Vet 
there Is heavfn and hell in those 
rooms, the same heaven and hell that I 
we have known In others. j

AN'hat Is being ilono at Rio and Val- 
paraiso Is indicative of the jirogres.s 
and preparation to' "keep ahead of tho 
actual rt-iiidreinents" at many jiorts to 
the south, especially' on llu; I'acilic, 
which has been correctly termed "the. 
ocean of the future." What Is con- 
templated at till! I'acilic port of tho 
I'aiKiiiia canal is well known, wliat \h 
being done at Salina i^ruz, llie Pacilic

diino)ilty necessitates wet docks and 
basins,' artificially enclose<3, wlierc the 
water is maintained at nearly uonstunt 
level, and freqliently by a combination

tems' of safe convenient shelter for all 
classes of vessels. One of tho most no- 
tiitble 'instances of these wet docks,

At somoipprts tidp,f basins have to be 
used, tbe'-.:inbst notiible "cji'amplos of 
those being at Hamburg. At this port, 
76 miles, up the ISlbe, the tides rise and 
full throughout the whole harbor. 
There are no lock entrances, but slldlne; 
g'ates at one or two points In the kv: - 
tem, prevent tho water from running 
through' the different basliis.

The 
topography and tidal and'other •condi-

To load lumber at \'ancouver the, 
British steamer N'ie'una one of the 
fleet of colliers whleli carried coal 
from Norfolk jto Magdalena bay tor 
the United States navy tiepartinent 
arrived in Hoyal RoaUs yesterday on 
her way from the Mexican port used 
by the United States as a coaling 
station, to Nanalmo where she will 
load bunker coal and proceed' to her 
loading port. Tlie big vteamer Aiitee 
of ilie Pacific -Mail line, which has 
been tii'il ui) for somi' thn<s passed 
out \ estcudav from i\anainio with a 
full cargo ot coal for Acjajiulco. The 
ste.'iuier Uganda, whleii <vas chart'^red 
to load v.dieat at Portland for St. A'bi- 
ceiit for orders, passed out yesterday 
fi-om .\anaimo on her way to tlie Cu- 
liiiiibia river. i 



Tlie British ship Toxteth has been 
"posted as missing" at Lloyd's, follow- 
ing the receipt of the news ot the fail- 
ure of the expedition aent from Bueno.s 
Ay res to And any Information regard- 
ing the missing vessel which liaa been 
added to the list of those sailing ves- 
sels that have left port to try the 
pas.siigo around tho Horn and liave 
never reached their destinations. Six 
of these have been posted as missing 
during this year, all but one on tlie 
outward voyage from Kngland. The 
To.xteth left Port Talbot for Toca- 
[illla 204 days ago. When the ml.ssliig 
ship was loading, her owners the Ley- 
lanil Sliipping lomiiaiiy, were consld- 
c-ring tiie despatch of Capt. .Saunders 
of till' Hrltlsh shij) Dltton, now lying 
at ICs(!ulmalt, to join tlie Toxteth. Tlu: 
matter turned u|)on whether tlie Tox- 
teth or b^ltton was loaded lirst, and, 
fortunately for Cajit. Saimilers, the 
Ultton was loaded llrst and he started 
with her fur the west coast of America 
from where he ciime to Victoria, after 
discharging a cargo of Welsh coal. 

Uosses of. British underwriters dur- 
ing October have again been ver>- 
heavy, and the largest claims will be 
due on account of liners. Tho Vales- 
riuez entailed a leas of about £150,000, 
nf which the owners have to meet 
X 30,000; the Lambert. which was 
burnt at sea. had a total risU of £135.- 
000; while tho City of Dundee, sunk 
by collision, altliougli uninsured, had 
cargo worth about £50,000. The olliei- 
losses, fortunately, did not exceed 
about £25,000 for any .'single steamer. 
The Hesleyslde, valued at £23,000, was 
in ballast; the Ursula Bright was 
valued at £ 21,000, and had cargo worth 
about £ 4,000; tlie li'rledrich I3urjam 
was valued at £ 20,700; the .Abasota at 
£ 20,000; the Cramlington at £ IS, 000, 
and the Xipponia at £18,000. Of the 
losses it is interesting to note tb.at tlic 
City of Dundee, N'ipponia, Cramling- 
tnn and Fleswick were all sunk by col- 
lision. 

Four sailing ships appear on the 
list. The Alice .Marie, valued ar £1G.- 
000, foundered; the Toxteth, valued at 
£13.000, was missing; while the Kirk- 
dale, valued at £6,000, and the Fife- 
shlre at £7,000 were wrecked. • 

It Is an axiom of underwriting tliat 
the third year's settlements on any 
account are comparatively low, and 
this should be specially the case when 
the . second year's settjomciits are 
high. From what, can bei)ear;ied, the 
settlements during this year on 1906 
account are unusually heavy, and tl>« 
amounts allocated by the various coni- 
p.Uiles at the enil of 1907 to Wind up 
the ll'OG account urc likely.

All this 
fortun.itely, tends to a gradual stiffen- 
ing of rati's. and there Is every indi- 
cation that next year, especially if 
tr.-ide improves, there will he an ;ill-

lllctlhg character. On tho one hand, 
tile Chinese are described as a niiitln- 
ous gang, armed with revolvers und 
itnlves, defying authority; wliilo others 
l«.ud them as a bfind of self-sacrillc- 
lug h'croes who never wearied lii their 
attentions on the passengers and of- 
tlcorB. 

"Its tho greatest rot I ever hoard," 
saldj Commander Downie. "They 
worked splendldiy, and 1 ain perfectly 
satlslivd Willi tlielr conduct right 
tlirough the piece. 

"Tlio statement that tlie men were 
armed Willi revolvers and itnlves and 
that I was afraid of lliein, is a deliber- 
ate fabriuulion, and 1 never made any 
complaint o? dlsparlng remarlc con- 
cerning them. .How these fales have 
been circulated I' kiiow not; but I say 
again they are absolutely untrue. I 
never rnivj eitiier a revolver or a lillife 
in the jjossesslon of the men, and If 
they have tliem I know nothing of It. 

"Tho Chinese did not make a scene 
wlien the vessel struck, nor did they 
rush tile life-boats. On Die contrary, 
they were amenable to disciidliie, and 
, behaved coolly and rationally, obeying 
'every order. Acting on my instructions 
tiiey iiandud rounu .the lifebelts to the 
women lirst, and assisted ihetn tu put 
them on. All the passengers were sup- 
piled before the Chinese thougtlt ' of 
ilieniKelves. There was never a panic 
on board, and tlie Chinese did not 
manifest great fear. I ileiiy in tOto the 
statements to the contrar\', and repeat 
tliat i am well satlslled witli the nreii. 
Tliey worlied unceasingly wlilie on the 
island, not only for tliemselvea but 
for all of u.s, and as a matter of fact 
they kept ua supplied all tlie time 
With fresh llsh." 

"The Chinese never did Ave min- 
utes' work except for themselves 
during (he nine weeics and Ave days 
tiiat we were on Christmas island," 
remarked Mr. Norman Yates, one of 
the passengers. 

"They proved to be great thieves, 
and broached tlie cargo on the lirst 
day liiat they were sent on lioard to 
get provisions. 'J'hey took revolvers 
and knives from tlie cargo, and were 
wearing tiiein in their bells, but I 
dont know whether they obtained any 
ainmunlUon. I never heard that they 
actually threatened anyone with the 
lirearnis. The Chinese acted disgrace- 
fully — it was eoinmon talk. They 
rushed the lifeboats as soon as tlie 
Aeon struck, and while it is true that 
Itiey suiiplied belts to tile lady iiass-.-n- 
gers, they looked after theniselvcs be- 
fore attending to the male, passengers 
or the ollicers. The Chinese know tliat 
their wages ceased on the date ot the 
wreek and tho policy they adopted 
was no ptiy, no work.' Tiie only fresh 
lisli lliey supplied us was what they 
did not require for themselves. We 
did not want it either, for we had 
ample supijlies Of tinned salmon and 
lierriags, andjnerely accepted tho of- 
ferings because we did not want to 
burl their feelings. 

"Vou ask Captain Downie. He knows 
just as well as wo do the disgrace- 
ful manner in which the Chinese con- 
ducted themselves. 

"It is (luite true tiiat there was 
some amount of Ill-feeling among llio 
officers of the Aeon," .Mr, Yates \('ont 
on to say, "and I know that ciuarrols 
took place on Christmas Island. An 
engineer, for instance, disputed the 
captain's authority on the Island. 'You 
are captain of tlie ship, but you are 
not caiitaln of this island,' he said 
with emiiliasis. 'Jack Is as good as 
ills master ashore,' tho engineer add- 
ed, and the remark comjiletely 
tiroko Captain Downie u]). Tlie com- 
mander was much dejiresscd during 
the remainder of that day. 

"There was a free fight between a 
Samoa II passenger and the Chinese 
■chief steward in connection w|th 
some stores."

A-ionna, Nov. 'JO,— While annoyance 
has been aruasi-d ill Hngland, France 
and Uussia with regard to Austro- 
llungarian diplomacy, on account ol 
till.' unexpected way In which the con- 
ditions of the Berlin Treaty have b. '-n 
dlsri'Kardcd, Ihe mait who Is at the 
heart of this matter, and is the spiidt- 
us rector of the \'ii-una Koreign UlUee, 
remains In nbscurity an(i is surround- 
ed bv tlial uivstery' wlilcli is his chief 
(tcsire ami .-il^o the sdurce of his 
liiiwcr. 'riu' Arclululte l-'ranz l^'erdin- 
nnd. licir tn the Austro- Hungarian 
domini(.>ns. is this man behind the 
scenes; In' is i-esponslble to'- every- 
tliiUB: that has been goiiiK on lately in 
Austrian foreign affairs. 

The ArchdulvQ rarely appears in 
public; he detests publicity. Wis char- 
acter In that respect reminds one of 
Charles V.. the great Spanisii llans- 
burg. lie has no more regard for tlie 
usual stand in;; rules of Inlernationiil 
relatlon.s than he 1ms for tlu' aspira- 
tions of his countrynirn. ili' has "o 
Interest whatever in popular move- 
ments or ambitions. The people are 
altogether beneath hhn. Neither is 
there any loxt! between him and the 
aged Emperor Franz Josef. But, ow- 
ing to the family laws ot tho Ilaps- 
burg dj-nasty, tho Emporor is forced 
not onlv to listen to what tlie Arch- 
duke Fran/, Ferdinand says, but i-i 
also compelled to talvc his wishes into 
consideration, whatever they may be. 
The Enipercjr Fran/, .Tosef, who has 
ever boon tlie persoiillscation ot right 
and honor, tillows his per.sontil fccl- 
ing.s to lie i)Ut into the background, 
and wields to wliat he considers hi.s 
obligation.'-:, as chief of th^ Hapsburg 
faiuib-. towards lln^ man who will one 
day succeed him us chief. 

The Succession 
Th" Archduke Fran/: Ferdinand is 
not tlie son of the lOinpcror, and it is 
bv chttnce, as it were, tlitit he is heir 
to tli(^ throne. AVlicn the Arehdulio 
Rudolph, the only son ot tho Emperor, 
died by Ills own hand in tho summer 
liouse of-Mayorllng, on January 30, 
1SS9, tlio succession'' to the -.dominions 
of the' Hapsburg fdmlly devolved on 
the Archduke Karl Ludwlg, younger 
brother of the Emperor, a man not 
particularly gifted, but sympatiu^tic 
and full of bonhomie, who in his own 
w-ay tried to help art and science (Ik; 
was Protector of the Aiistrliiii Acad- 
emy of .Science), but \\hc) was cer- 
tainly not a sfiit<'!:man, and never ha<l 
anv 'u^iiiratlon.s to the throne. Itven 
had he lived long enough— he died 
six or eight years .-igo — he would prob- 
ably not have been ]':mporor long, for 
he often said that he would abdicate 
In favor Of his son, Fran-i I'^erdliiand. 

Franz Ferdinand, who is now In the 
forties, is tall and good-looking, and 
has lately grown :i nioustnche. It was 
onci- feared that lie liad consiimpllon, 
and he was scut for ;i year or so to 
to Fgypt, where he recovered. Since 
then ills physical condition leaves 
nothing to be de.siriHl. lie has the 
long, oval Hapsburg face and dee])- 
t^et blue-gray eyes. He la an excel- 
lent iiorsvnian, and likes to enjoy, 
from time to time, tho life o£ a coun- 
try gentleman on his largo estates In 
Bohemia. He also takes an Interest 
In archaeology, and \vlth a liberal hand 
gives mon«y to restore castles and 
liistorlc buildings, chiony in Bohemia, 
lie is gifted musically. 

Morganatic College 
TliG Arcliduke is a devoted husband. 
He married the Countess Chotek, a 
governess In th? family of Archduke 
Frederic, brother of Qiieen Christiana 
of Spain, and his wife is a singularly 
sympathetic and homely woman. . Ho 
married her after u courtship lasting 
several years, imd by tho force of his 
indomitiiblo will compelled the Em- 
peror to give lii-j eon.sent to a marriage 
far belo-,v his ranli. 

The Fmperor, bound by Ihe Oide 
of the House of Hapsburg, at last 
consented to a morganatic mari-inge, 
wlii(di, If some people are to be,, be- 
liex'ed, may one' da.v becomi: ;i real 
marriage, and will give to the present 
I'^icrstin llohonberg — the countess's 
new title — the ranif oC Austrian Em- 
7)ress, and to her eldest son the right 
of succession — provi(h'd, of course, 
that the Archduke <'an forcc> tlic Aus- 
trian ilevcrnmenU to consent to tills 
iUteration of the Austrian Sanction, 
by which the succession to the Aus- 
trian throne is regulated. So far as 
llun:,';n-\- Is cimccrned. lie will prob- 
alil\- lind _Jiltl'' (llHicult,\-, for Htiii- 
gari.'in huvy.tfrs liaA'c, ever since the 
merganatiC'^i^iarriage took place, 
pleaded tliar no such form of mar- 
riage ia knowUfto IXung^arlan law, <and 
tlitit therefore the son of the' Ai"ch- 
duko born in such wedlock .!» entitled 
to the Hungarian Crown, and that 
the l''eurstin Ilohenbcrg would be the 
rightful tjueeii. 

TlU! .^rehdulvc is :i slaunch Tiomnn 
Catliolle and a very great frienrl to 
the. Vatican. He has, In .'ipite of re- 
jjeated invltatiims, refu-sed to go to 
the Quirinal, and it is saiii that lie 
onco went to lt(Uiie incoKiilto to see 
the Pope, so as to avoid liavliig to call 
on the Italian King. 

Friend of the Kaiser 
Kaiser Williolm and the Archduke 
are friends and though ic may bo dif- 
ficult to say how far their mutual 
sympathy is due to personal attrac- 
tion, th.-le is no doubt that they both 
look- ii|)on themselves ;is lien uf 
Destiny. This seems to be the chief 
link between th(un. Franz l'"erdinand 
Is 'extremely self-willed; he admits no 
obstacle, and like tlie f'lerm.an Eni- 
liei'ur, is an absolute belli;ver in the 
theory i)f Divim^ itiglit. 

The nci'uian l!:niperor loses no o])- 
l)ortunitv of endearing liimself to the 
Arcliduke Franz Fordln.'ind, and no 
doubt looks upon him as a trump card 
In the grout International game which 
will begin, in .oiu-'nekt- .when .the. aged 
Emperor Franz Josef passes from the 
.scene. 

Onlv latelv the Arclidulte was the 
Kaiser's guest at Ihe inanocniviu's in 
Alsace, and the German ruler has al- 
ri'ady olllclally promised to return the 
visit in a. few wxiek.'i' time, when ho 
will lie the guest of the future Aus- 
trian rtder on ono of his estates at a 
Hhootlng party.' Tlil.4 friendly .-itti- 
tude of l''ran/. i'VPflinand to the .lOm-- 
perur 'Wllhelin stands out Ih sharp 
contrast In the stiffneys dlsplnyodiby 

liiiu towurda i^iisfland. .Xlic Archduke 



represents in temperament the old, tra- 
ditional reactionary spirit of Austria, 
and Is deeply hostile to the spirit and 
conditions of democrn.ey. 

All the men at the heal of Austrian 
affairs and of the' common affairs of 
Austria- Hungary have boon chosen in 
deference to the -wishes of the Arch- 
duke. But in Hungary the people are too 
duke an approaching menace to their 
liberties and constitutional rights. 

His Ministers. ""^ 
In Austria the I'rlmo Minister, Bar- 
on Beck, hass bpen aeleoted by Franz 
Fodinand himself, and Baron ;Von 
Aehrenthal 'Is' the Archduke's own 
mouthpiece. The Arciuluke pai'tle- 
ularly ninnca him to the Emperor as 
Count Goluchowskl's successor, and he 
was called away from Austrian Em- 
bassy in St. Pelersliurg to become; the 
head o£ Aiistro-Hungarlan foreign 
politics. li:ver since Baron von 
Acihrenthal has been at tlie heiid oC 
affairs Au.^ti-ia has changed iK-r policy 
\) of tact and iica^efuiness to ono of 
> marked aggres.s'lvenoss. 

Baron Alois Lexa von Aehrenthal 
hardly looks a diplomatist or a stales - 
man. His appearance suggests ratlicr 
a university professor more Interested 
In thooretlcnl and abstruse problems 
than Is ])ractleal affairs of State. He 
bus a \vorrying defect of the eve.s. and 
the spectacles whicli hi; wears wlien 
at work in his sanctum at Ihe Ball- 
h.-iusp.-ilt/.. iidded tn this caution.;, slow 
manner, his suave lone of voicc' — these 
all accentuate his professorial ajipear- 
unce. His most striking features are 
a lilgli, arched forehead and mobile 
Hps. 

A German by Descent. 

Bai'on .'\elirenl hal is a descendant 
of an old German family which , has 
been resident in Bohemia for several 
centuries. His father. In the seven- 
ties, took a leading part in Austrian 
])c!itics, and was for many \ears mem- 
ber of I'arliament and a reiiresenta- 
tive of the Bohemian Grossgrund- 
liesitz. He was Instrumental at one 
time in preventing the dl;u-uption of 
Liberal element of that party. 

Baron Aehrvnthal, who completed 
his studies at Prague and Bonn, began 
ills diplomatic career in Paris in 1S77. 

Unliko his father. Baron Aehrenthal 
is neither a liberal In religion nor his 
political views. It is. in fact,, owing 
to his strong reactionary tcndpncles 
and to his aristocratic — oven autocra- 
tic—ideas that he nrst attracted the 
attention of Count Kalnoky, tho dis- 
tinguished statesman. 

Count Kalnoky had been .\mbii.= .;;a - 
dor in St. Petersburg. He had sev- 
eral important meetings with I3is- 
aiiarclf. and worked whole-heartedly 
towards the alliance between Germany 
and Austria. In this alliance Italy 
joined latt!r, and it was reno\ycd In 
is.n, after tlie fall of the Iron Chan- 
cellor. But Count Kalnoky's policy 
was not limited to the exigencies of 
tho Triple' Alliance, and the Interests 
of the Dual Monarchy in tbc Balkan 
wt^ro probably his chief care.- ' 

Count Kalnoky -ivas an excellent 
juilge of men. lie Hppreciated the 
diplomatic abilities of Baron Aehren- 
thal, and having recalled him in ISSS 
from St. retersburg he gave him a 
promilU!nt place at the l'"orelgn Ollice 
In Ills new position Baron Aehrenthal 
.soon became tho conhdant and friend 
of Count Kalnoky. wiio, before his 
death, entrusted him with the care of 
his State correspondence; private doc- 
uments, and memoirs. This literary 
and political legacy has never been 
published, but It is kno>vn to Include 
an exhaustive "Memorandum," nn 
Austria-Hungary's political future. 
His Patron, 
Kalnoky was by no means so devoid 
ot political ambition as many have 
supposed, for he may be resarded 
as originator of the ambitious plan 
for extending the dominion ot tlie 
Hapslnirg through the Balkans to Sal- 
onlea. In St. Petersburg Baron 
.'Vchrenthal became, a Russian. iind 
was persona gratissima with tlie Im- 
perial I'-amlly. It v.-as due to his in- 
fluence that the ^■ery indifferent re- 
Jations wdilch Iiad exlated betwr-<-)n 
tile Courts ot Vienii.a and St. Peters- 
burg became more friendly. Owing 
to his inlluonco also tho traditional 
rivalry between the two countries in 
regard to tho Balkans gave way to 
the well-known understanding of 
Murzsleg. 

Baron Aelirenthal became .Minister 
for Foreign Affairs aft<'i- the r-signa- 
tlon of I'ount. Golucbowski. i>oth 
that re.';ignation and Hfiron Aehren- 
tlial's apiiolntnient caused great snr- 
jirlse in jiolitic-il di|ilomatic circles. 
W'h.v should the Austrian Amb.assador 
to Russia have been selected tis th^' 
.successor of Count Goluchowski In 
preference to other diplomatist.^! .and 
politicians of cciual, if not superior, 
ability'.' 

The. . answer,' I3. .clear, Baron Aehren- 
thal was selected because bf his clear- 
ly delined foreign policy. He was the 

man to carry out Count Kalnoky's 
great scheme in tlie Palkan.-?. Tliosc 
wlio Icnew the liaron ex-peeted im- 
portant developments in the. iN'ear l';:asl 
from the \-ery day of his apiioint nient. 
Europe knows t'nUiy what those de- 
velojiments iire.
